Cardinal McCloskey Asked to Explain

We learn from a Cincinnati newspaper 
that, according to the hotel-keepers, the 
strangers who were attracted to the city by 
the late Dramatic Festival spent more money 
than those attracted by any previous event 
continuing for the same length of time. The 
merchants give the same testimony. This is 
an important scientific fact, and it should not 
be lost on the managers of our Exposition 
Hall that is to be. It ie demonstrated that 
the crowds which attend Operatic Festivals 
are so etherealized by the music that they 
don’t eat and drink much. They wander 
about the city in an angelic state of ecstacy 
and don’t spend money. On the contrary, 
heavy tragic acting has a tendency to drive 
people to the bottle. It makes them hungry. 
After witnessing a lot of old Romans snort- 
ing and raving and slaughtering people, the 
audiences feel like giving themselves up to 
Romanesque dissipation. This makes busi- 
ness for the hotels and the shop-keepers of 
various kinds. We deduce from the experi- 
ence of the Cincinnati people that when our 
new Hall is put in operation we should have 
at least three Dramatic Festivals to une Op- 
eratic Festival—that is, If the theory isa 
correct one that the chief end of a Music 
Hall is to make business for a town. 


A MODEST REQUEST. 

We have recently had so many exhibitions 
of monumental cheek in connection with 
public affairsin St. Louis that no new dis- 
play in that line should have power to aston- 
ish us. But the modest request of the ar- 
chitects of St. Louis that no buildings shall 
be put up in St. Louis except those for which 
they have drawn the plans really deserves a 
wider notice than might be desired by those 
who make the request. 

Nine-tenths of the bulidings which are put 
up in St. Louis are plain brick dwellings or 
store rooms, which any carpenter or builder, 
or indeed any mechanic or citizen of ordinary 
intelligence, could plan with perfect success. 
As far as safety goes, we have three 
safeguards—the self-interest of the pro- 
prietors, the experience of the builders and 
the official inspection of the Inspector. The 
architects have no more business to claim a 
fee for building such houses than they have 
to levy on the transfers of real estate. But 
they come forward and ask the City Council 
to obstruct the course and progress of build- 
ing in this city, to}make building more ex- 
pensive and consequently less active, merely 
to create a guild of architects and to furnish 
them with incomes. 

We trust that there will be found some 
among the architects of St. Louis to protest 
against this foolish request and even to 
secure its withdrawal before it receives the 
humiliation of a contemptuous rejection. It 
does injustice to a profession which should 
stand high in the public opinion, and as it 
has no chance of passing the Municipal As- 
sembly it onght to be withdrawn at once. 


IS THE BATTLE OVER? 

Railroads have expended a vast amount of 
money in quest of judicial relief from 
legitimate legislative contro]. The scope of 
the police power over the charges of com- 
mon carriers has been tested in the courts 
from every angle of assault. Many expedi- 
ents for evading or hampering the exercise 
of that power have been iried, but the 
Supreme Courts, State and National, have 
sustained it, and fortified it by so many un- 
varying decisions that there seems to be no 
“coign of vantage’ from which the monopol- 
iste can attack it again. The decisions in 
the well-known “Granger cases” have been 
uniformly against them. 

The particular one of these cases upon 
which they most confidently relied has just 
been decided against them by the United 
States Supreme Court. It was one in which 
they relied on aclause in the charter of the 
C., B. & Q. Railroad, conferring upon the 
directors thereof “the power to establish 
such rates of toll for conveyance of persons 
or property as they shallfrom time to time 
by their by-laws determine.” Gere was in 
so many Words a specific concession by con- 
tract, and fora valuable consideration. It 
was a guarantee from the Illinois Legisla- 
ture of immunity from legislative interfer- 
ence with any rates of toll the directors might 
see fit to charge. Accordingly when an act 
was passed by a subsequent Legislature lim- 
iting tolls for passengers to three cents a 
mile, and a conductor was fined $10 for eject- 
ing @ passenger who refused io pay more 
than eighteen cents for riding six miles, when 
the company charged twenty cents, the 
case was taken by successive appeals to the 
SupremeCourt of Illinois,and finally to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. The form- 
er held that, ifthe Legislature even intended 
to grant such immunity as was claimed, 
such grant was ultra vires and worthless, 
because no one Legislature could tie the 
hands of its successors and divest them of 
that police control over the charges of com- 
mon carriers which is inherent in such 
bodies. The United States Supreme Court, 
in adjudicating the final appeal in the same 
case, sustained the decision, but rested its 
opinion upon different ground. It simply 
held that the power granted to the airectors 
to fix their own rates was not a specific ex- 
emption from legitimate legislative control 
but a power to be exercised subject to any 
laws the legislative power might subsequent- 
ly enact. 

The United States Supreme Court is very 
careful to leave every possible loop-hole 
open for the benefit of the great corpora- 
tions, and it intimates that the power of the 
State to regulate carrier charges might be 
restrained by some contract in a railroad 
charter; but it is kind enough te say that, in 


construing charters, the presumptions are 


all against such self-imposed restraint, and, 
in the absence of explicit exemption clearly 
specified in the contract, it must be pre- 
sumed that the power of the State is retained 
unimpaired, This may encourage the rail- 
roads in further experiments, but it will be 
a cold day for this country when they by any 
process obtain immunity from police control 
in their dealings with the people.

DISMISSING THE NEGRO. 

The colored citizens of the United States 
have made arrangements for the hold- 
ing of a convention of their race in 
Washington next September, for the 
discussion of certain social and _ polit- 
ical questions in which they are interested 
asarace. Nothing could be more moderate 
than the tone and temper of the proceedings 
thus far, and as the managers of the pro- 
gramme are in the undoubted exercise of 
their plainest rights, as nothing but good 
can result from the meeting and discussions 
which are proposed, the least that could be 
expected would be that the movement would 
get a good word from every one who noticed 
it. 

But the Republican has not yet learned 
that the war is entirely over, that slaves 
are free, and that the distinctions of race 
have been abolished, not only iniaw but in 
practice, and it looks on a colored citizens’ 
eonvention now with almost as much horror 
asit would have shown five) and twenty 
years ago, It calls the convention a mistake, 
says that the negro has nothing to complain 
of, and is distressed at the idea of anybody 
proposing to change anytbing. 

Thisisthe stupid Bourbonism of which 
only too much remains in the Democratic 
party- Ifthereis enough of it left, it will 
not hurt the negroes, but it will keep the 
Democratic party from ever succeeding in 
its ambition to govern the country. 


ASSISTED EMIGRANTS, 

It is easy to believe that the Government 
of Queen VicroRié has hesitated about 
asking this country for the extradition of 
any of her unruly Irish subjects. It would 
be a remarkable request to make in view of 
the fact that the same Government is now 
engaged in transporting to this country un- 
ruly subjects by the shipload under circum- 
stances whieh extenuate if they do not 
justify almost any crime that may be com- 
mitted in the revolt against English rule. 

There could be no more emphatic com- 
mentary on the methods of English mis- 
government than the fact, that after nearly 
a century of absolute control over Lreland, 
England is compelled to resort to deporta- 
tion as a remedy for the misery her 
misrule has caused. There are nations 
among which the sentence of exile is almost 
as heavy as a sentence of death, but these 
Irish paupers who are landed in this country 
as cargoes are so poor and miserable that 
they welcome any banishment which will 
give them hapeto live. Their country is not 
less fertile than England; it is equally capa- 
ble of supporting its inhabitants in comfort, 
but England will not permit it to do it. 
They must either leave or die. 

There could be no more complete confes- 
sion on the partof England of the truth of 
the charges madeby Irish discontent than 
this disgraceful shifting of her paupers to 
us. If it were any other place in the world 
except Ireland which was made the scene of 
so much misery and of wholesale banish- 
ment, England would be up in arms, Exeter 
Hall wonld drip with tears of pity, and 
the press would call on the oppressed 
victims of persecution torise up and vin- 
dicate their manhood in revolt, in fignting 
with any weapons against such tyranny. 

We do not ask the Irish to rise in revolt, 
we do not ask England to keep her paupers 


at home, and, at least, to have the decency 
to feed those whom she has ruined, but we 
do insist that when England has given such 
gocd cause for revolution, and while she is 
making so strange a demand on our re- 
sources to help her in her extremity, she 
shall not add insult toinjury by asking us to 
keep such of her assisted emigrants as she 
chooses to send us, and to deliver such of 
them as she wishes to take from the security 
of our asylum.

At least another hundred 
thousand should be expended on the build- 
ing, leaving a surplus of $100,000 in the treas- 
ury The directors, who are pledged to 
make a success of this grand enterprise 
should not enter into it handicapped. They 
should rise with the occasion and issue a call 
increasing the capital stock of the associa- 
tion to $600,000. Weare confident that the 
money can be raised among the people who 
have rendered no aid up to this time,

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


The Work of the Year Summarized— 
The Cost of Pumping. 


The water supply of this city has repeat- 


-edly proved inadequate to the necessities of 


the population, It appears from the books 
of the Water Commissioner that during the 
fiscal year ending April 10, 1883, the total 
number of gallons pumped by the Water- 
works at Bissell’s Point was 28,806,000,000. 


The average daily consumption was 
28,000,000 of gallons. The cost 
of pumping 1,000,000 gallons’_—ihas 


been $17 10, and the total annual expense 
of pumping the whole supply was somewhat 
over $750,000. The records shew that the 
number of hours made by the high and low 
service engines at Bissell’s Point has been 
nearly equal tothe whole number of hours 
in the year, showing that the service has 
been almost uninterruptedly continuous. 
During the past year over ten miles of pipe 
were laid throughout the city, thus bringing 
the total number of miles of mee laid up 
to 235. It is calculated that 
the new extension now being 
built at Bissell’s Point will not be entirely 
completed before 1890. The foundations for 
the new engine-house and boiler-house are 
completed, and all of the new machinery ex- 
cepting two or three pieces has been deliver- 
ed. The total expense of the new machinery, 
etc., during the year, was $220,000,
